LANSING — If you own a boat 
which is 16 feet of longer and 
you use it in the Great Lakes or 
connecting waterways, now's a 
great time to get it licensed for 
the 1970 boating season. 

Michigan’s boat plate law ap- 
plies to all crafts whether they 
are motor-driven or not so long 
as they qualify in length and are 
used in the Great Lakes or con- 
necting rivers and lakes. 

Boat plates must be purchased 
each year. They may be obtain- 
ed‘at selected Secretary of State 
branch offices, usually the larg- 
er branch offices or branches 
close to affected waterways. 

Michigan’s boat plate law .. . 

in effect since 1911 . . . is not 
to be confused with the state’s 
motorbéat registration law in 
which all motorboats must be 
registered during three-year cy- 
cles. 
Cost of plates, according to 
|Secretary of State James M. 
Hare, range all the way from 
$5.00 for boats.16 to 20 feet to 
tonnage rates for boats longer 
than 65 feet. 

Many boais qualify for both 
boat plates and motorboat reg- 
istration, says Hare. . 

The boat plate law applies to 
sailboats if they are 16 feet or 
longer and use the Great Lakes 
or connecting waters. The only 
exceptions are canoes of any 
length with motors of less than 
two horsepower. 

Boat’ plates,’ notes Hare, ‘go 
-with the boats if they are sold or 
transferred. ‘The boat plate reg-| 
istration is transferred to the 
hew owner at no cost.

A new political force to 
emeiging ji Michigan the 
Association. 

Goaded mainly by the relatively recent new 
legal freedom to engage local schooi boards in 
collective bargaining, the MEA apparently is 
headed all the way down the line in political 
involvement as well as economic involvement. 

- The pattern for the MEA planners is obviously 
the UAW and the AFL-CIO. 

Kew school districts-and few taxpayers who 
foot the bills for local school operations—have 
escaped the new teacher mililtance at the 
bargaining table. 

An interesting and relevant statistic indicates 
that in 966-67, there were four teacher strikes in 
Michigan, while between July 1, 1969 and Jan. 31, 
1970, there were 45. 

These figures reflect the new teacher muscle, 
unshackled primarily by the Public Employee 
Relations Act of 1967. ‘Teacher negotiations in 
most districts of the state today are as crucial to 
schoo! tax costs as millage votes, bond issues, bax 
rates and other intricate parts of the focal 
taxation—school support picture. 


tH ON 


Now, according to the recent state MEA 
convention, the leachers are going sled-length into 
the political arena. 

At the April convention, MEA formed its own 
Michigan Education Political Action Council, 
patterned after labor’s potent COPE. MEA also 
doubled its 1970-71 budget, iumpiag insiividual 
dues from $47 to $82. More staff will be hired, 
both’ for political education chores aud for 
negotiating assistance to local teacher groups. 

Any statewide organization which has local 
chapters throughout the state can be a powerful 
political group and MEA reaches into most school 
districts of Michigan with its local education 
association. 

Teachers, through the educational requirements 
for their positions, have been exposed to more 
formal training than most of the population. 

And, through selective discussion in the 
classroom of the issues of the day, members of the 
MEA can have a whale of a political wallop as their 
students discuss their lessons aruund the dinner 
table with their parents. 

All in afl, the MEA and its focal arms are in a 
tremendous position to exert real influence in 


political affairs in Michigan. 

it appears thet the leadership of MEA has 
become aware of these potentials. 

Whether it will be good or bad depends on what 
the MEA does with the weapons at its disposal. 

And, it seems to me, whether the teachers’ 
group really becomes a lasting power in Michigan 
polities rests in the last analysis with the leadership 
and membership at the local association level. 

If the local groups want to influence political 
decisions-that is, public policy decisions~they 
have the framework, the knowledge, and the

_ resources at their disposal. 


But unless the local education association is 
willing to do the spadework at the local Jevel, the 


_ parent organization at the state level will not be 


able to realize the full potential of its influence. 


But no matter how you cut it, the emergence of 
the teachers as an organized political group as well 
as an organized economic group, could be felt 
throughout the state in much the same way that 
the more aggressive local education associations 


‘have played an increasingly dominant rok in local 


school policies and affairs.

The major effect of the bills 
wouuid be to prescribe a misde- 
nieanor penalty for unlawful use 
or possession of marijuana.

“Safe” Insecticides Recommended 


By Willerd Bosserman 
County Extension Director 


Diazion, Sevin and Malathion 
are three insecticides which are 
recommended by Dr. William 
Wallner, Michigan State Univer- 
sity entomologist, for use by 
homeowners. 

These three are recommended 
instead of some of the chlori- 
nated hydrocarbons formally
